It is found by Experience in many 
Inſtances, that Patients in Fevers cannot drink

get Intervals of Sleep, and when the Fever a- 


bates, they have commonly keen Appetites, 
which ought not to be indulged too ſoon or too 


much. It is amazing to ſee, with what Speed

Principiis obſta, is a good Maxim with Reſpect 
to the natural as well as political Body : Some 
People are apt to hold out as long as they 
can, and go abroad with Fevers upon them: 


| By thus expoſing themſelves, they inflame 


their Diſorders, and render them very danger- 
ous. The beſt Courſe to take in ſuch Caſes, 
is to go to Bed and drink Tar-water. The 
Efficacy of Tar- water in curing Fevers, evident- 
ly ſhews, that it is not of an inflaming or 
heating Nature. And yet ſome have thought 
themfelves heated by Tar-water, who at the 
lame Time drank too freely of ſtrong Liquors.

all Kinds of Fevers. 
311. Having thus recapitulated 8 
N in which Tar-water has been found 
acceisful, I ſhall beg leave to recommend 
the Uſe of it in a particular Manner, to Sea- 
faring Men, who are ſo uſeful to every 
trading Nation, and whoſe Lives ought therc- 
fore to be preſerved with the utmoſt Care, 
They are ſubject to many Diſtempers, beſides 
thoſe common to other Men at Land, which they 
contract at Sea, by the Change and Inclemency 
of the Weather in long Voyages, by the Heat 
of Cold of the Climate, by great Fatigues, 
ſalt Proviſions, cloſe ſuffocating Air in. the Ships, 
Sc. which produce Fevers, Calentures, Scurvies 
of ſeveral Kinds, Ulcers, running Sores, Looſe- 
neſs of their Teeth, and many other Diſorders, 
for ane they commonly haye little or no 
Proviſion 


any Perſon on board of Skill, to aſſiſt them, 
by which Means, great Numbers of them pe- 
riſn miſerably. Nou as it is found by Ex pe- 
rience, that Tar- water cures thoſe Diſorders, it is 


recommended, that in every Ship, Proviſion 
be made of ſeveral Barrels of good Tar, and 


that a Veſſel of Tar-water be always prepar- 
ed to be given in Plenty to ſuch of the Crew, 


who happen to labour under any of thoſe 
Diſtempers: by which Means, the Lives of 


Thouſands may be ſaved. Spruce-Beer, which 


is a great Antiſcorbutic, and akin to Tar-water, 


would alſo be very uſeful in Sea- voyages. 


312. SINCE Tar-water is ſo ſafe and cheap 
a Medicine, and found by Experience to cure 


many chronical Diſtempers as well as ſlight 
Diſorders. It is recommended to provide Tar 


and Tar-water in every Hoſpital, Infirmary, 
and Work-houſe; and that a Barrel of Tar- 
water be always at Hand for every one to 


repair to, who may be afflicted with ſuch Ma- 
ladies, to drink thereof, as much, and as of- 
ten as there is Occaſion, By theſe Means, 
the Lives of Numbers may be ſaved, and 
the Patients either cured or greatly reliev- 


ed. From many Tryals of the good Effects 
of this Medicine, we find that the Uſe of Tar- 


water is introduced into the Hoſpitals at Liſs 


Lon with great Advantage. We have many 


Inſtances in this Narrative of People, who were 
kept a long Time in the Infirmaries, in Order 


to be cured, and were afterwards turned out 


as Incurable, and yet thoſe very People, were 
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proviſion of Medicines or Accomodation, or 
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in ſome Time after perfectly recovered by Tat- 
Water, to the Surprize of thoſe who had them 
under their Care before. Beſides, this Method 
would ſave great Sums to the Hoſpitals in the 
Expence for Medicines. And as all Hoſpitals 
and Infirmaries are ſupported at the Charge of the 
Public, or by private Ponations and voluntary 
Contributions, it ſhould be the Buſineſs of thoſe 
concerned in the Government of them, to leſ- 
ſen the Expence as much as poſſible, conſiſt. 
ent with the Health and Lives of the Patients, 
And I am inclined to believe, that many of 
thoſe who are lodged in Guy's and other Hoſ- 
pitals as Incurables, may be cured or greatly 
relieved by Tar-water, and ſo make Room for 
others to be admitted.

315. V. In all odd and new Caſes, where 
people are at a Loſs what to do, and even 
in deſperate Cates, where Patients are given 
over, and no Hopes left, it is recommended to 
try Tar-water, which has been found in ſeveral 
Inſtances to recoyer Patients from the Brink of 


Death. 


316. I have an Account, that Tar-water is 
in great Vogue at Paris, notwithſtanding the 
og ge” of ſome. intereſted Perſons againſt 

An Triſh Phyſician preſcribes it to his 


. Wh Patients with great Succeſs, and has got 


into good Buſineſs thereby. 

317. SINCE I have mentioned foreign Prac- 
tice, it comes into my Thoughts to inſert the 
Teſtimony or Atteſtation of two foreign Phyſi- 
cians, againſt the Notion of an inflaming Heat 
in Tar-water, entertained by ſome among us, 
who would decry that Medicine. Doctor de 
Linden, a German Phyſician now in London, 
wrote a Letter about fix Months ago, from which 
are taken the following Extracts.

a ſufficient Cordial. It has a great Effect up- 
on the Nerves and Spirits, animates the Heart 


without diſordering the Brain, and is an Anti- 
dote againſt Cold, Fatigue, and Thirſt. That 


is certainly the beſt Cordial which increaſes the 


animal Spirits, without inflaming the Blood, 
or diſturbing the Nerves, as all inebriating Li- 


| quors never fail to do. If this be the Effect of 
| Tar-water, as I am aſſured it is, it may be of 


| Uſe in our Armies and Fleets. 

322. I have no View in giving my ſelf this 
Trouble, but to promote the Good of Mankind, 
without any Deſire to incroach on the Pro-

I am fully convinced of 
the Efficacy of Tar-water in curing a great 
Number of Diſtempers of the moſt grievous 
and dangerous Kinds, by the many Inſtances, 
Caſes, and Matters of Fact, produced in this 
Narrative, and communicated to me from Time 

to Time, by a great Number of Gentlemen 
and others of good Credit and Integrity from 
all Parts; who had no other View in ſo doing, 
than that others might receive the ſame Bene- 
fit, they had obtained themſelves.

he 
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he brought to my Houſe at my Defire, on 
the 12th of March, 1745, two of the Patients, 
and a Gentlewoman, who is a'near Relation of 


the Third, who gave me the following Account 


of their Caſes. 

326. Martha Quarle, about eleven Years 
old, late of Glaſnevm, and now living in 
Dolphins-barn-lane, near the Roſe and Crown, 
ſoon after the hard Froſt, was afflicted with 
running Sores, and Holes in one of her Hands 
and Arms, and under one of her Eyes, which 
continned to increaſe, inſomuch, that it infec- 
ted her upper Jaw ; in this Condition, ſhe was 
ſent to Mercers Hoſpital, where ſhe ſtayed 
three Weeks, in which Time, the Sore under 

her Eye, was a little healed, and ſtopped Run- 
ning, but in a Fortnight after ſhe left the 
Hoſpital, it broke out again, and a Splinter 
of a Bone came off from her Hand. But in 
1744, her Parents were adviſed to give her Tar- 
water, half a Pint a Day, and to apply a Plaiſter 
of Tar to all the Sores, and a large Tent covered 
with the Plaiſter to the Hole under her Eye: in a 
little Time, a large Piece of her Jaw-bone, with 
ſome of her Teeth came off, and by drinking 
the Water, and applying the Plaiſters for near 
three Months, all her Sores healed, and ſhe 
perfectly recovered, and has continued well 
this Year and half paſt, 

327. William Murray, about twelve Years 
old, fon of Matthew Murray, in Black-horſe- 
lane, had running Sores in his Hands and Legs 
toon after the great Froft, ſo that he was —

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able to ſtir a Foot, and had great Pains in his: 
Head for a Lear. The Boy drank Tar-water 
which in a Fortnights Time carryed off the 

' Pains in his Head, and then applyed the Tar 
Plaiſter to the Sores a little before laſt Chriſt= 
mas, whereby all the Sores are healed up, lea- 
ving a great many Marks in his Arm. And 
the Boy {till continues to drink Tar-water and 
finds himſelf very hearty, _ 

328. A young Gentlewoman, aged 21 Years, 
from the Time ſhe was three Years old, had 
a running-Evil in one of her Hands, and her 
Jaws, and ſhe continued in this State many 
Years without Relief, ſhe was at the Waters 
of Loughteah, in the County of Cavan, and was 
long under the Care of Surgeons, without Be- 
nefit. Splinters of Bone came from her Hands. 
But in 1744, ſhe drank Tar-water in ſmall 
Quantities, and applied the Plaiſter of Tar, 
which in four Months Time healed them up, and 
ſhe is now perfectly well. 

329. AND on the 13th of March, 1745, 
James Moony, Shoe-maker, fon of Arthur 
Moony, who lives at the Bull head in Stafford- 
ſtreet, came to me at the Deſire of a Gen- 
tleman, to give me his Caſe, which is as 
follows, In the Winter after the great Froſt, 
he was afflicted with running Sores, which 
broke out in many Parts of his left Hand, 
rs and in his Back, and quite diſabled him from 
ſe- following his Trade, and for which he tryed 
os | many Things without any Benefit. He at- 
ot || tended at the Infirmary on the Inns-quay, for 
bie two Months, where many Surgeons practiced 

upon 
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upon him, but he got no Relief by an Y Thing 
they did, and was at laſt told by madly that 
there - was no other Remedy than to cut off 


his Hand above the Wriſt: Upon which, he 
attended no more at the Infirmary. Bur in

water; which he did for two Months, about 
a Pint a Day, and waſhed the Sores with the 
fame Liquor, and the Effect was, that he 
found the Sores begin to heal in the ſecond 
Month, and moſt of them were healed up in 
the End of that Month, and he recovered his 
Appetite and Spirits, which he had loſt before, 
and then laid aſide Tar-water, before he was 
perfectly cured, having two ſinall Sores not 
quite healed ; but he has began to drink the 
Water again, and finds himſelf much better 
3 and hopes to perfect his Cure in a li- 
tle Time. 


330. Ir is very probable that theſe Patients, 


would have been ſooner cured, if they had 
taken Tar-water in greater Plenty, half a Pint 
a Day was too ſmall a Quantity to Effect a 
Cure in a ſhort Time: In ſuch grievous Caſes, 
2 Quart a Day ſhould have been taken, which 

might have recovered the Patients in leſs than 
half the Time, as we find to have happen- 
ed in other Inſtances; and the Water ſhould 
not be laid aſide, til mar were pertectly 
cured. 

331. In ſome Hoſpitals and Cofiitmaitch, 
where Patients have had their Hands, Arms, 
or Legs, ſwollen and inflamed. with terrible 
Tunning Sores, which eat into, and rotted the 

Bones, 
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Bones, and which could not be cured by any 


of their Medicines, the Surgeons in ſuch Ca- 
ſes, for fear of a Gangrene or Mortificatiori, 

ſometimes cut off the Limb; which, if it doth 
not 'end with the Death af the Patient, redu- 
ces him at leaſt te® Want and Beggary. 

Such Operations ſhould not be attempted, but 
in the laſt Extremity. And we have Reaſon 
to ſuſpect, that it is ſometimes done without 
ſuch Neceſſity; in Regard we find ſeveral 
Patients mentioned in this Narrative, who were 
condemned to be ſerved the ſame Way, as 
the only Means to ſave their Lives, and 


being told ſo much, and terrified, ran 


away, or quitted the Hoſpital; yet thoſe very 
Patients were afterwards recovered by the Uſe 
of Tar-water, and perfectly reſtored. to the 
Uſe of their Limbs, without any ſuch Mu- 
tilations. It is to be hoped, that for the 


Future, we ſhall hear but little of ſuch Am- 


putations, ſo ſhocking to Nature, ſince we find 
that Tar-water not only prevents thoſe Ail- 
ments from coming to a dangerous Heighth, 
but cures them when they do, and when all 
other Hopes are loſt. And indeed, it is rea- 
ſonable to believe, when the whole Maſs of 
Blood is corrupted, that the cutting off a Limb, 
will not cure the Corruption, which will be 
apt to break out. in ſome other Part. 
331. TE Murrain, which has lately raged in 
many Parts of Europe, among the horned Cattle, 
and now prevails. in ſome Parts of England, 
n engage our Attention to prevent the

ſpreading of ſo deſtructive a Malady. And ag 
this Diſtemper appears by its Symptoms to be 
a Kind of Fever, it is recommended, that Tar. 
water be tryed in the following Manner. Let 
the ſick Beaſt have poured down its Throat, a 
Quart of warm Tar-water, made ftronger than 
uſual, by ſtirring each Gallon eight or ten 
Minutes, and this to be repeated every Hour 
or two for the firſt Day, while the Beaſt is 
awake. On the Second, let one Half of the 
former Quantity be given, and on the Third 
Day, half of that which was given on the Se- 
cond, which laſt Quantity is to be continued 
till the Cure is perfected; during which Time, 
the Beaſt ſhould be houſed and lye warm. 
I have no Experience of the Succeſs of this 
Method, as there is no Infection of that 
Kind in this Kingdom, but recommend it 
from the analogous Effects, that Tar-water 
hath in curing Fevers and Infections. It 
is worth while to try it for the Good of 
the Public, the Expence being but a 'Trifle. 
It may be adviſeable alſo, to dawb the Nof- 
trils, Ears, Sc. of all the Cattle, whe- i 
ther infected or not, to prevent catch- iſ 
ing or communicating the Infection by the 
Air. And alſo to make the Beaſt ſwallow one 
Egg - hell full or two of crude Tar.

ſtronger than that. firſt publiſhed in Siris, 


but not offenſive if carefully skimmed. It is 
a good general Rule, but as Stomachs and

ſome Latitude. Leſs Water or more ſtirring 
makes it ſtronger, as. more Water or leſs ſtir= 
ring makes it weaker. It is to be noted, that
